A serum which bas been IOO per 
cent successful with Asiatic apse 
who are more subject to the dis­ 
ease then human beings has been 
sent—see vials of it—to the medi­ 
cal offices of the French North 
African colonies for distribution. 
The discovery of tho cure repre­ 
sents two years of unremitting la­ 
bor by Prof. August Pettit, of the 
Pasteur Institute. 
Dr. Pettit, in his report to the 
Academy of Music, expressed grat­ 
itude to Professor Sellards, of H ar­ 
vard University, who In 1*27 trav­ 
eled 
through 
the fever 
region 
with a cage containing two Asiatic 
monkeys. 
African monkeys, being 
immune, ars of no usa 
Sellards 
succeeded la Inoculating the apes 
and thereby obtained a virus which 
upon his arrival in Paris he gen­ 
erously placed a t the disposal of 
Dr. Pettit, 
P e ttit'pointed out that the dis­ 
covery was made possible only by 
a reversion to the original theory 
of the American commission of 
1903 which decided that yellow 
fever was caused by an invisible 
virus, a theory which was con­ 
firmed a year later by the Pasteur 
Instituts 
Noguchi, the great Jap­ 
anese, upset the virus theory in 
I tll by insisting that the disease 
was caused by a microorganism, 
the spirochete. 
Noguch and Stokes both have 
died In the last twelve months of 
the disease they were studying. 
In dlscuMlng the new serum, Dr. 
Pettit showed that so far as the 
aper wars concerned. It had a posi­ 
tive and Infallible preventive ac­ 
tion when used aa a vaccine, and 
WM equally effective when used to 
cure sufferers from the disease. 
These apes contract the disease 
more readily than human beings 
and succumb more readily, 
the 
mortality rate being about 70 per 
cent 
Six hundred vials are now being 
employed on sufferers in Africa 
and It la anticipated that reports 
of Its action will soon be available. 
Dr. Pettit expressed the belief that 
the serum would be found, with a 
few minor modifications perhaps, 
to be a cure for the malady among 
human beings.

GREAT BRITAIN IS CONCERNED 


The sickness of King George of Great Britain 


stirs the sympathy of the people of the British Isles. 


While the king is not a great political factor in the 


life of the British empire, yet in a peculiar way he 


is the connecting link which binds the elements of 


the British commonwealth together. 
The constitu­ 
tional system of Great Britain which has grown up 
in the last several hundred years, where side by 
I side the monarchy and the most democratic gov­ 
ernment existing in the world, go hand in hand. 
is really mystifying to many people outside of Great 
Britain itself. 
It is not sufficient to point out that the king is 
the head of the court life and the principal factor 
in the social functions. 
He is more than that, for 
there is a real regard for the king and his family 
among the commoners of England who are interest­ 
ed in either the court or social life of the empire. 
It is an inexplicable affection which has been estab­ 
lished in the minds of the people of Great Britain— 
a regard as though it were for a parent and some­ 
thing. with all. that not only Great Britain will not 
check off, but is not disposed to check off. 
It 
may grow to be less of a force as the years go on, 
but it will still remain. 
It is an expense the people seem perfectly con­ 
tent to bear, even though to us it appears to be a 
needless and extra organism. 
The anxiety of the 
people of Great Britain is real, and their interest 
and sympathy is more complete and genuine than 
if the king had his former authority, and had the 
opposition which authority and executive action pro­ 
duces. 
The sympathy and interest of the people 
throughout the United States is felt because of our 
close relation and association.

Whether it was wise to dignify the 
criticism by the pronouncement of so high an author­ 
ity as the president of die United States, and wheth­ 
er the threat o f building a large navy was quite 
appropriate just after the signing of the multilateral 
treaties so short a time ago. is well open to ques­ 
tion. 
Perhaps the president had good reasons to 
speak as he did just at this time. 
We hope they 
were good reasons, but these reasons do not con­ 
cern us here. 
In a series o f articles on the military strategy of 
the war in the Current History of the New York 
Times, there is one by General Von Kuhl, a member 
of the general staff of the German array during the 
war. 
One cannot read this story of German war 
strategy without recognizing how much the American 
intervention meant to the badly shattered forces of 
the allies, and how near the brink o f defeat was 
the allied cause when the American forces and 
American resources were thrown on that side. 
General Von Kuhl notes the blundering strategy 
of the German high command. 
He tells what might 
have been dom if the German military leaders had 
followed other tactics than they did. 
They were 
always a little too late. 
But he brings out with the 
utmost clearness that it was the Americans who 
saved the day for the Allies. 
When the revolution 
in Russia put that nation out of the struggle against 
Germany, and Roumania was overrun by the sol­ 
diers o f the Central Powers, the whole German 
army was thrown against the Allied forces on the 
eastern front. 
Though it was known that die drastic 
operation of the German submarines would bring 
the United States into the war, it was thought that 
England could be brought to her knees before 
America could get into the struggle. 
The Germans 
confidently expected to reach Paris to occupy the 
channel ports, and to starve England out before the 
Americans could mobilize and reach the front. They 
miscalculated, but his description of the military 
strategy of the German command indicates how 
much hinged in the last months of die war on 
American co-operation. 
It was the American forces 
that stopped the sweep of the Germans upon Paris 
at Chateau Thierry and to the channel ports.

was the American resources that fed England and

rive a t hts destination quicker 
than tho man who hits up to SO 
and OO miles an hour and then 
slows down tor a time—and ho 
will bo more comfortable physical­ 
ly than tho excited driver who 
flashes by a t tho higher rate of 
speed and then, because of ex­ 
haustion, drops down to a slower 
speed. 
"Tho calm driver Is In a men­ 
tal condition 
to 
maintain his 
pace. 
The spasmodic, high-speed 
driver seldom Is. 
"The safety factor of moderate 
driving should never be overlook­ 
ed," Haan said.

at 70 miles an.hour are four times 
as great aa they are a t 40 or 45 
miles, 
Haan points o u t 
Some 
drivers seem to overlook the fact 
that lf one car Is moving a t 70 
miles and another at SO, they are 
approaching each other at

feet per second—and that at that 
speed many things can happen In

This Is a situation possible of 
development In the unlimited speed 
plan I advocate—but, as I have

there must be associated condl 
tlons that make unlimited speed 
safe to the driver of a ear trav­ 
eling s t that rate and to the 
driver of other ears that might be 
met on the highway. That’s where 
Judgment Jumps into the consid­ 
eration as an important factor, 
The best drivers are those who 
have the best Judgment—drivers 
who 
can 
recognise 
Impending 
trouble and who oan protect them ­ 
selves by Intelligent and skillful 
manipulation of the speeding car, 
They drive efficiently rather than

their

Is 
gauged to allow an ample fac­ 
tor of safety for themselves and 
other users of the highway. 
Chances for accidents of me­ 
chanical defects have 
been 
re­ 
duced to the minimum In the mod­ 
ern oars, but the efficiency built 
Into the cars must be maintained 
by tho owner giving his machine 
consideration In care that Is nec­ 
essary to make the mechanism as 
efficient as manufacturers Intend 
It should be.

tives” of all kinds it again widely 
discerned In France following de­ 
nunciation of such operations by 
tho most eminent psychiatric ex­ 
port In tho country. Doctor Toi 
louse, director of tho Henry-Roua 
selle 
Phychiatric 
Hospital 
In 
Paris. 
In general terma, these are the 
doctor’s conclusions: 
"We have not yet eatablisheo 
the effect on the general state oi 
health of a patient who has un­ 
dergone such an operation. 
“We might add to the victims’ 
miseries and, for all we know, 
make them a greater menace to 
society. 
"The best way la to keep them 
under supervision and, 
as 
the 
taint Is neither fatal nor Inevit­ 
ably hereditary, allow 
them 
to 
marry, except in maniacal cases, 
where segregation and confinement 
would achieve the same ends as 


sterilisation 
I i 
preventing 
pro­ 
creation.” 
Tho views of Dr. Toulouse have 
become known a t a time when 
medical authorities la France are 
in controversy aa to tho cause of 
crimea of passion, of which there 
bas boon a noticeable increase: 
while other experts are convinced 
that the wave of perversion and 
debauchery which has owept the 
capital* of Europe, drawing boys 
and girts into tbs vortex, has been 
stimulated by montai abnormali­ 
ties which are becoming more and 
more pronounced among certain 
type*. 
Naturally, Europe’s boat allen­ 
iate concentrated on finding a so­ 
lution of tho problem. 
With the object of obtaining the 
moat influential opinion possible 
on the subject, Dr. Toulouse was 
approached. 
Specialising in the 
care of mental cases with unusual 
features, he came before the pub­ 
lic eye when he proposed a re­ 
form of the French penal coda of 
1838 relating to the mentally af­ 
fected. 
He stated that the theory 
that the majority of these "mala­ 
dies” 
are 
purely 
peychopathlc 
subjects, who should bo cared for 
and observed In paychlpotrlc con­ 
tera specially created for the work. 
In tour years he has examined 81,- 
OOO cases. 
. 
"Mental maladies are only too 
surely among the moot heredit­ 
ary,” Dr. Toulouse declared when 
questioned on sterilisation. 
"In this way we can explain 
the cases of precocious dementia 
with certain young people whe 
are most often issue of parents’ 
‘tainted’ or simply psychopathies. 


Tho nervous system is predisposed 
to certain influences—mental and 
physical 
fatigue, 
to 
emotional 
shock, to Intoxication and. above 
all, to Infections. 
"la It absolutely necessary to 
prévaut them all from marrying, 
from 
procorating? 
The 
trans­ 
mission of the ‘taint* la not fatal. 
Their descendants will not neces­ 
sarily ho tainted, but may no* 
only bo more or io n normal but 
sometimes gifted with rare intel­ 
lectual qualities. 
"You see, then, that the sterili­ 
sation of all abnormals is not 
justified.”

taneously to Paris theaters. 
The first surprise which confront­ 
ed the pilgrim when he aet eyes on 
tho house ta which the Emperor 
•pent five and a half yean before 
hic death was the discovery that 
the annex to which the companions 
of tho callo lived no longer exists. 
"Otherwise the aspect of Long­ 
wood Is much the seme es formerly" 
writes d’Hauterlve, 
"and this la 
true of tho Interior as well ae the 
exterior of the building, which Is 
to goo drepair. Not long ego there 
wee a fear that damages worked by 
time would be allowed to increase, 
but thle is net so, although there 
e n minor n p a ln which ere re­ 
quired." 
to the mien, empty of furniture 
like the hall, the visitor found a 
white marble bust of the Emperor 
reposing on a smell table pieced at 
the spot where Napoleon’s bed stood 
et the time of his death on May 
5, 1821, 
In the bedroom, the furniture al­ 
most unchanged the furniture re­ 
mains much as it was just over a 
century ago. 
There the exile used 
to pass five and six days at a time 
pacing the 15-foot square chamber, 
dreaming of the glorious past only 
to be brought to reality when his 
gese would fell upon the distent 
camp on the plateau of Deadwood 
where British sentries kept con­ 
stant watch. 
‘T he past is evoked with poig­ 
nant Intensity,” the pilgrim records, 
and that is why one Is stupefied 
and indignant when one learns that 
in ordinary times these apartments 
of the Emperor are occupied by the 
caretaker. He was on holiday when 
was there, but normally he In­ 
habits all tbs sacred rooms. 
It is 
as if the caretaker at Versailles 
slept in Louis XX Vi’s room. 
The 
result Is that visitors at St. Helena 
usually see only the hall and the 
■aloe of the house. 
Longwood is 
no longer the home of the Emperor, 
but that of the caretaker.” 
The explanation of this state of 
affairs Is that there Is no other 
available accommodation for the 
caretaker on the island. d’Hauterlve 
urges that steps be taken imme­ 
diately to remedy this lack, prefer­ 
ably by reconstructing the annex 
so that visitors can have free ac­ 
cess to all the rooms at Longwood 
and, be makiny the comparison be­ 
tween the miserable lodgment and 
the splendid palaces of other times, 
understand better what Napoleon 
must have suffered.

With the disappearance of many 
of the fine-pelted wild fur bearers 
from certain parts of the continent, 
the U. S. department of agriculture 
has decided to make up for this loss 
by increasing the use 
of 
rabbit 
skins. And with the skins, the value 
of the meat Is also becoming more 
thoroughly appreciated. 
More than a hundred million rab­ 
bit skins ars used in the United 
States every year, all but two per 
cent of which are imported. The 
rabbit breeders of this country are 
anxious to get a larger part of this 
trade and are planning to make full 
use of the valuable information tho 
government la sure to secure at Its 
new station. 
Put to Many Usea 
About half of these skins 
are 
dressed, dyed and made into fur 
garments and trimmings. The poor­ 
er grades are converted Into felt 
to be made into men’s hats. Lin­ 
ing for gloves and the manufac­ 
ture of glue are samples of tho 
many other usea. 
Angora pelts have long oilky wool 
instead of fur and are worthless for 
furriers’ purposes. Ths wool lo us­ 
ed by some foreign concerns in 
making yarns and fabrics, but there 
is little demand for it in th# Unit­ 
ed States. 
A large skin is more valuable than 
a small one and some colors bring 
better prices than others. Tho most 
important considerations, however, 
are the quality and texture of the 
fur and the care given 
tho 
pelt 
White, red and blue skins, In the 
order named, sell more readily than 
others. 
Whits Skins Prsfsrrod 
Pur--white skins are preferable 
because they can be dyed any color 
demanded by the fur trad# and, 
with the exception of chinchillas, 
they usually bring from IO to 40 per 
cent more than other colors. Rod 
and blue skins Are dyed many of 
the more fashionable shades 
and 
often are used in their natural un­ 
dyed state. But grays, browns, spot­ 
ted, silvers and most 
other» ara 
mixed together and 
dyed 
tither 
black or a very dark color. 
Poultry Holdings

Heavy rainfall and periods of 
cool. damp weather provide the 
Ideal conditions for the develop 
ment of brown rot disease of citrus 
fruits, which can be largely pre 
vented by spraying if dona in 
time. 
This la a disease which af 
facts, primarily, navels and lent 
ona, lemons being probably more 
susceptible than other citrus frtuts. 
The organism causing this disease 
la prevalent In all soils but be 
cornea active only 
during cool 
moist weather. It affects the fruit 
on tho trees first, close to the 
ground, then spreading to all parts 
of tho tree. 
The best preventive measure for 
brown rot lo the use of a spray 
composed of thane parts bluestone 
and three parts lime to 60 gallons 
pressure sufficient to give good 
coverage. 
This spray should bo 
applied in November or early In 
December. 
Spraying the ground 
end the tree# to a height of three 
and a half to four feet la suffi 
oient. 
The material for making 
this away, known so Bordeaux 
Mixture, eon be purchased from 
reliable dealers, with directions for 
making 
the 
above 
mentioned 
strength. 
The material can ba 
made en the ranch, as follows t 
Take two barrels, to both of 
which Is added nine three-gallon 
pailfuls of water. 
In one barrel 
the bluestone is dissolved by sue 
pending 45 pounds of bluestone in 
a sack in the top of the water so 
that it does not extend much be 
low the surface of the water. This 
must be started a t least 24 hours 
preceding the time when It is to 
be used, in order to have it all 
dissolved. 
After the bluestone Is 
dissolved, the liquid 
should 
be 
thoroughly mixed. 
Forty-five pounds ad quicklime 
should he slaked In the other bar­ 
rel of water and allowed to stand 
for 24 hours. 
Before using, the contents ef 
each barrel should be well stirred 
and for a 250-gallon tank use 
tores pailfuls of the bluestone so 
lutlon added to the spray tank 
partially filled with water, to which 
add three pailfuls of the lime mix 
ture and make up to 260 gallons.

Value Of Plums In 
State Is Revealed 


BER RELET, Nev. M. — While 
California plums 
compete to a 
greater or lesser extent with other 
fresh fruits in the markets of the 
east, plum prices are affected more 
by the quantities of plums com­ 
ing onto the market than by the 
quantities of ether fruits available. 
This la the conclusion roached by 
Emu Rauchenstein, associate agri­ 
cultural economist In the experi­ 
ment station. University of Cali­ 
fornia, in his bulletin, “Economic 
Aspects of the Fresh Plum Indus­ 
try.” This publication, bulletin 469, 
is ready for distribution and may 
be obtained from toe college of 
agriculture at Davis or Berkeley, 
or from any farm advisor. 
Plum s rank 14th In value among 
California fruits and 12th in bear­ 
ing acreage. 
Their value is three 
per cent of that of the orange crop 
—the crop having the highest value 
and the bearing acreage occu­ 
pied la IO per cent of the ralain- 
grape 
acreage—the crop having 
the largest acreage.

Hocks does not believe a third

•Lot the farmers organise eco­ 
nomically,” he said. “Economics, 
not politics, is where the solution 
lies. 
“If President Coolidge had known 
what all the farmers wanted, there 
would have never been need for an 
Issue of farm relief. As long aa 
there was dissension, the American 
Farm Bureau federation 
wanting 
on# thing, other groups 
demand 
others, there could be no definite 
program of legislation.

Now cornea 
ths announcement 
from the state department of agri­ 
culture that none of the 180 
im­ 
portant fruits, vegetable or animals 
on which the state depends for its 
prosperity to natlva 
Latest among the arrivals 
to 
these shores are the jujubes, which 
spelled In the native language look 
like a claim check from a Chines# 
laundry. For Jujubes are strictly 
Oriental and have come to this state 
despite exclusion acts and gentle­ 
men's agreements. 
Theq are sub-tropical and may be 
grown in most parts of the state 
where cool nights would kill tropical 
dates. The Jujubes are similar to 
dates In size and taste and already 
a market has been created among 
manufacturers of “stuffed dates” 
and other confections. 
The Jujubes, however, are only an 
example of the strictly recent ar­ 
rivals to California’s productive 
slopes and fertile valleys. 
Since the state was colonized as 
a territory from Mexico the num­ 
ber of new plants and animals 
brought In has never ceased. Many 
have responded readily to the cli­ 
mate and soil of California. 
The centers of the origins of the 
principal products grown here have 
been given as the highlands of Mex­ 
ico and Peru as American centers, 
Ahio Minor and parts of the Medi­ 
terranean basin extending to Me­ 
sopotamia and the Nile valley for 
European origins, and India and 
China for Asia. 
The early Introductions Included 
most of our domestic animals from 
Europe. Such well known Ameri­ 
can plants as corn, sweet potatoes, 
garden beans, peppers and tom a­ 
toes came from Mexico and Peru. 
Cattle, sheep, swine and poultry 
all are of old world origin while 
rice, cotton and datas came origin­ 
ally from Asia.

Since each kind 
of root behaves differently to the 
chemicals used, It will require sev­ 
eral season’s work to determine the 
best chemical to u m for the var­ 
ious kinds of fruit and nut tress 
and grape vinea The slno chloride 
solution used for pear blight fens 
given very good results in a few 
preliminary tests on crown gall af 
pear trees but probably will bs too 
penetrating on some of the stone 
fruits. Iodine dissolved In mineral 
oil to promising on some trees. 
Farms Advisor H. E. Wahlberg 
would like to get In touek with a 
few fruit growers who have ser­ 
ious trouble with this disease and 
who would be willing to let him 
try the “cure" on a few trees. Per­ 
simmons and walnuts are frequent­ 
ly affected with crown gall growths. 
Day does not hop# to be able to 
give definite recommandations until 
another year or ao of experimental 
work baa been done on the prob­ 
lem.

"If the city did not recognize this problem, such 
stories might be accepted at face value to the embarrass­ 
ment and confusion of very prominent people.

George Wash­ 
ington University, St. Elizabeth's Hospital and other hospitals 
where psychology courses and other helpful courses are offered. 
With mis limited staff, she handles, in addition to cases involv­ 
ing woman, juvenile problems.

HE career of the Women's Bureau has been stormy since 
its inception and even today the copette has no legal status. 
According" to the terms of the District of Columbia law 
"police officers” are provided for and there is no clause specify- 
iiig that the officers shall be men. 
The bureau was established 
by a former police commissioner and could be abolished almost 
by the stroke of a pen. 
A bill pending before Congress, seek­ 
ing to give it legal sanction has been strongly contested. 
Hie old house of detention lay in the path 
of the wrecking squad that is razing all budd­ 
ings on Ohio Avenue, and. after the House 
Appropriations Committee had provided $15,- 
000 for a new headquarters, countless ob­ 
stacles were placed in the path of the bureau. 
The problem was one of location. Two small 
apartment buildings just opposite the capitol 
grounds filled the bill, but a man rn the neigh­ 
borhood, not without political influence, is said 
to have induced the committee to incorporate 
in the bill this clause: 
"No part of this appropriation shall be ap­ 
pended for the maintenance of a house of de­ 
tention in the territory abutting on or adjacent 
to the grounds of the capitol building, the Sen­ 
ate or House office buddings or the Library of 
Congress." 
The policewomen went house-hunting again 
and after much trial and tribulation, located 
the apartment house on B street, S. W., where 
they are now comfortably «installed.
